WORST SINCE 1946; OTHER 
MAJOR WRECKS SINCE 1864

HE head-ofi collision of two 
T Long Island railroad pas- 
senger- trains at Rockville 
Centre, N.Y., last night was the 
country’s worst railroad disas- 
ter since 1946. 

The derailment of the Penn- 
sylvania Rairoad’s Red Arrow 
near the Altoona (Pa..Horse- 
shoe curve on Feb. 19, 1947, 
caused the death of 25 passen- 
gers and injury of 124. 

The most serious recent rail- 
road accident was the collision 
of the Buriington Railroad’ 
Exposition and Advance Flye 
at Naperville, Ill, April 25, 
1946. Forty-five were killed 
and more than 100 injured. 

The Pennsylvania’: Congres- 
sional limited jumped the rails 
at Philadélphia on Sept. 6, 
1943, with 79 fatalities and 115 
injured. On Dec. 16, two Atlan- 
tic Coast iine passenger trains 
collided at Lumberton, N.C.., 
with 69 deaths and 50 persons 
hurt. 

A majority ef America’s rail- 
road disasters occurred in the 
latter part of the last century 
when railroading mushroomed 
across the nation without bene- 
fit of strict safety laws. 

The worst wreck listed in 
-Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion records was that on the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis train at Nashville, July 9, 
1918 when 101 were killed and 
101. injured.

}a blizzard whipped ‘across some 
midwest states today. The rest of

Rising floodwaters in three 
states threatened further evacu- 
ation of families to join the 35,000 
persons already forced from their 
homes in the flood areas. 

Part of Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Arkansas are the hardest hit, 
by the -floodwaters which have 
spilled out over millions of acres 
of land. 


An estimated 23,000 are tem- 
porarily homeless in’ Arkafisas. 
Other hundreds along the lower 
St. Francis river are in danger 
of Ae overflows, 

backwaters of six streams, 
tributaries of the Mississippi, 
have forced about 8000 to flee 
their homes in 12 parishes (coun- 
ties) in Louisiana and five coun- 
ties in Mississippi. The Red Cross 
estimated that from 6000 to 8000 
more may be driven from the 
lowlands by March 1. 

The 2000 residents of Marks- 
ville, La., were warned that they 
may be isolated completely in a 
few days. Floodwaters also crept 
toward the outskirts of nearby 
Ferriday, which has a popula- 
tion of 3500. 

Rising waters of streams in Mis- 
souri have forced 3000 from their 
homes and about 80 have been 
evacuated in Kentucky. Flood 
conditions in these two states 
have eased.- 

Blizzard conditions were. .xe- 
ported in some parts of northern 
South Dakota and in North Da- 
kota. Temperatures were near 
zero and high winds swirled ‘snow 
into drifts, blocking many roads. 
Minot, .N. D., reported five ‘be- 
low zero today. Snow also fell. in 
Minnesota and there was light 
snow in the northern Appala- 
chians.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18. 
HE fourth estate here in the 
i nation’s capital is feeling the 
harsh. breath of the cold war. 

In behalf of the Voice of Amer- 
ica, the State Department is try- 
ing to put the Governmerit Press 
agent into the free press galleries 
of the Congress. 

At the same time,.members of 
Congress and Government offi- 
cials are beginning to complain 
about the presence of the Rus- 
sian news agency, Tass, in the 
press galleries and at the White 
House, State Department, Atomic 
Energy Commission and other 
press conferences. 

The Voice of America is ay im- 
portant and desirable cold-war 


project. 

Tass is beyond question the 
Russian government. The com- 
plainants against it are not the 

-vabble-rousers but include many 
internationglists. These men 
are sensitively aware that they 
are now dealing with what Sen- 

, ater Eugene Millikin so grace- 
fully called “our most tender 
secrets.” 

The interests of the American 
press in these matters are cur- 
rently handled by the ‘standing 
committee of correspondents, a 
group of five newspaper reporters 
elected by the 800 members of the 
galleries for two-year terms. 
There is no danger that they will. 
not understand all the points at 
interest; they make their living 
writing about them. 

Standing Pat on Rules. 

So far they are standing pat 
on the principles that by and 
large have guided the press gal- 
leries from the start. The gal- 
leries are for the free press, not 
the Government Press, and they 
are open to all bona fide report- 
ers, regardless of race, creed, 
color, sex or nationality. (The 
race battle had to be fought but 
it has been won.) 

The State Department’s bid for 
special treatment for the Voice 
of America was refused last fall. 
Recently the State Department 
asked for a review but after a 
public hearing was scheduled, it 
sought an indefinite delay. 

The standing committee had 
before it not only a rule but the 
example of the White House 
press conference which early in 
the New Deal was thrown open to 
the Government Press agents. 
This has helped to make the con- 
ferences an oxygen contest, since 
all must crowd into the oval 
study. It has also tended to in- 
fuse a docility into the confer- 
ence by impairing its intimacy. 

Not a New Question. 

The question of Tass has oc- 

curred before in other forms; 
there was, for example, consid- 
erable hostility to a Nazi reporter 
for Hitler’s official news agency 
in the ’30s. Nor do American re- 
porters get anywhere in the world 
the same access to news that ac- 
credited foreigners get here. Oc- 
casionally the suggestion arises 
that we ought to restrict for- 
eigners here in order to wring 
concessions for our reporters 
abroad. Strictures against Tass 
would certainly mean reprisals 
against United States reporters 
Moscow. 
It is irritating to see a Tass 
reporter writing down Gen. 
Bradley’s off-the-record com- 
ments at a press conference of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff but 
probably it must be endured. 

Besides it would be nonsénse 
to restrict Tass and continue to 
allow the New York Daily 
Worker—the American (Com- 
munist bible—the usual press 
privileges. The Worker’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, Rob 
Hall, is also a member of the 
Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party, which means he 
is one of the party bosses.

Mac F. Cahal, executive secre- 
tary of the academy, which has 
12,000 members—all family doc- 
tors—in 44 states, said the Kan- 
sas City headquarters of the orga- 
nization had received a large 
number of letters from members, 
some demanding expulsion of. Dr. 
Sanders, others indorsing his ac- 
tion in putting his moribund pa- 
tient out of misery. 

“There is no question but that 
a resolution on the matter will 
be introduced, but I hope it will 
be killed in committee,” Cahal 
said. “If it is dragged onto the 
floor, with all the emotionally- 
involved pros and cons discussed, 
the organization might be split 
wide open. , 

“We have other fish to fry. 
The real purpose of the assembly 
is for members to learn about 
the latest developments in medi-, 
cine and surgery. Twenty-two of 
the country’s leading clinicians 
are on the program.” 

Letters on the euthanasia ques- 
tion have come to the academy 
headquarters from members and 
chapter officers throughout the 
country, but none was based on 
=" action of chapters, Cahal 
said. 

Sentiment supporting Dr. San- 
der generally came from mem- 
bers in the East, with western 
members generally opposed, he 
said.
